George W. Wickersham, a re- 
publican and former United 
States' Attorney General, went to 
Europe in December, an opponent 
and returned to this country, two 
months later, an advocate of a 
league of nations. What reversed 
his judgment is. plated by Mr. 
Wickershani in att inteiView with 
New York World. The whole 
story of this change of mind is 
summarized by Mr. Wickersham 
in his statement that "it wasn't 
argument which convinced him. 
It. was a clear understanding of 
the facts." 

These eloquent and compelling 
facts are that America's' part in 
prjeserving and perpetuating 
peace is a corollary of her enter- 
ing Europe to stop thie. recent 
war; that the pedple eveiywhere 
are yearning for somi guarantee 
against a repetition of the horrors 
which they have faced for four 
years ; that the defeat of their 
hopes in this respect is a provoca- 
tive of anarchy and bolshevism, 
and. finally, that the only possi- 
ble insurance against internation 
al conflict and internal chaos is a 
coalition o_t all nations — including 
our own — to restore and maintain 
concord throughout the world. 

Before going to Europe, Mr. 
Wickersham says, he looked upon 
"the idea of a league of nations 
with skepticism." Two months' 
sojourn in England and France 
wrought a change of opinion, he 
says. "I feel sure that none of 
the leading opponents of the lea- 
gue of nations in America today 
could go through the same esqier- 
ience without undergoing a like 
conversion."* 

International order and the re- 
cognition of international law are 
steps toward peace, but they re- 
quire sanction and enforcement 
such as can be given, Mr. Wicker- 
sham believes, only by an "alli- 
ance of all the nations sharing a 
common ideal, animated with a 
common purpose, who can trust 
each other.*' 

"People everywhere are look- 
ing to America to give them that 
guarantee." Mr. Wickersham 
says.
